The Binsharo county (Idaho) farm 


bureau has urged every farmer, during 
the past year, to uiiiize all irrigation 
ditch banks. 
On irrigated farms of 


from 80 to 160 acres it has been es- 
timated that the ditches take up from 


'•> to 12 acres. This not only reduces 
the cultivated areas, but is frequently 
a source of much trouble and financial 
loss, inasmuch as the farm ditches are 
likely to become n. mass of sweet 
clover, willows and weeds, and the 
natural breeding place of injurious in- 
sects, such as alfalfa weevils, false 
chinch bugs and ;misshoppers. 


Made Ditch Bank Pay. 


One man lias u ade his ditch bank 


pay well. lie h:is an SO-acre farm, 
rhrongh which th'.-ro is a ditch 1,334 
feet long and ten feet wide. In 1917 
the ditch bank ami an adjoining strip 
of alfalfa embracing one and one-half 
acres were fenced off and used to 
pasture a number of registered Hamp- 
shire ewes and lambs, the sheep being 
run on it on alternate two weeks. The 
actual pasture area of the ditch bank 
and Alfalfa patch was 4 1-3 acres. The 
recnlt of the first year showed that 
this pasture would carry 129 head of 
sheep each alternate two weeks, or an 
average of 14 head continuously.

BOOMING WFFICtJttlES IN START1N8 
GASOLINE ENGINE DURING COLO WEATHER 


A Motortruck on the Farm—A Typical Gas Engine That Requires Skill for 


Most Efficient Operation. 


fuel, unless n more volatile fuel is used 
for puir.inu. A very satisfactory way 
to apply Iieat is to put some hot wpter 
into the cooling system, thus warming 
the cylinders ancl assisting in. vaporiz- 
inc the sasoline that 5s drawn in with 
rhe charge or injected as priming. In 
this case, also, the engine should be 
allowed to stand a few ininute= to per- 
mit iJie gasoline to vaporize. It is not 
necessary that the entire cooling sys- 
tem be filled with hot water; if 
enough is used to beat the cylinders 


=;<> the engine will start, cold water 
may then be added until the radiator 
is full. This method, of course, will 
be practicable only with small or inc- 


ized engines; with some of the 
sizes of tractor* the amount of 


hot water usually available will have 
little effect used in this way. 


If only a little hot water is avail- 


able, it may be more effective if poured 
slowly over the intake manifold, and 
the carburetor as well, if the carbu- 
retor is covered so no water can enter 
It. A very effective way of heating 
the Intake manifold is to wrap a cloth 
around It and ponr the not water over 
the cloth, or dip the cloth In hot watei 
and then wrap it around the manifold. 


If the manifold can be heated It will 


warm the air that touches it as it en- 
ters the engine; this warm air will 
cause the gasoline spray which it car- 
ries to vaporize. As a greater pro- 
portion of the air passing through a 
small pipe comes in contact with the 
walls of the pipe than in the case of 
a large one, this method works best 
with engines having a comparatively 
small manifold. When depending upon 
heat from the manifold to warm the 
air. the engine should be cranked fair- 
ly rapidly, so as not to allow the 
warmed mixture to remain long to 
contact with the cold walls of the com-

itlowly or not at nil, therefore make? 
It difficult to obtain a mixture of gas 
•line vapor and air which can be ig- 
•tted by the epark. 


The congealing of the oil Is not usu- 


ally a very serious difficulty, although 
ft may necessitate a great deal more 
effort In cranking the engine. 
A lit- 


tle gasoline or kerosene on all bear- 
ing which can be reached will help. 
and a liberal priming of gasoline hi 
the cylinder will tend to thin the oil 
•round the piston as well as aid In 
obtaining a good mixture, as noted be- 
low. 


Do Not Use Kenwene. 


Kerosene will interfere with the 


forming of a combustible mixture. Also 
where gasoline or kerosene has been 
wed on bearings to make cranking 
easier, the engine should not be pnt 
imder a load until the bearings have 
tmd time to get well lubricated again 
wltfc good oil.
